Tt wus a spectacular | convention 
The great Men’s Pity. Clase parade | 
on the afternoon #f°May 20 opened } 
the eyes of Washington,to the virility

gress might marek: inthe’ parade, as 
they, did, and- that others. might wit- 
nessa it, GOngréss adjourned early on 
the day ofthe: demonstration. Tor- 
rental rains immediately preceded 
and followed ‘theygiarade, lurgely re- 
ducing “the rahke}: nevertheless five 
thousand men in a bannered proces- 
sion a mile long marched down, Pen- 
nsylvania Avenue, and were reviewed 
at the capitol by a throng of ten thous- 
and persons. 

All these marching men belong to 
the Sunday School, and the trought 
uppermost in the minds of many of 
the spectators who lined the sidewalks 
was.expressed on one banner, “Where, 
the men. lead the boys’ will follow.” 
A huge mass-meeting for men, with 
ringing speeches by Rev. Dr. Homer 
0. Stuntz and Rev. Dr. S. Parkes Cad- 
man, followed the parade. At the 
same time two big meetings of women 
delegates were in session. 

Another spectacular feature of. the 
convention was 4 great open-air gath- 
ering on the east steps of the capitol, 
when & multitude of people joined 
ime the singing of Christian hymns. 

The demonstration’ accorded Presi- 
dent and ‘Mra, Taft—whom the former 
introduced to the cheering throng as 
“the reul President’’—etirred the na- 
tien’s chiéf executive greatly. He de- 
clared his belief in the fundamental 
importance of religious training of Lhe 
youth: of: the nation through the Sun- 
day Sehool. 

Met Under a World Map. 

The convention sat with a monster 
map of the world ‘before its eyes. The 
official button showed the globe with 
a red cross super-imposed thereupon. 
Part of each day was given to a ‘‘Roll 
Call ‘of Nations.’ The ends of the 
earth came together at Washington. 

Strikingly, the note of international 
peace resounded from session to s#8- 
sion; the depth of convietion upon 
this subject which possessed the dé- 
legates made the gathering worthy v 
rank among the great peace confer- 
ences. 

Qn the closing night of the con- 
vention there was a tableau of seven- 
ty-five children reproducing the pic- 
ture which this convention has made 
famous: “The Twentieth Century Crn- 
saders.”’ The children of many m- 
tions gathered under the Sunday- 
Bchool flag. At the same time dele- 
gates from many lands---Korea, China. 
India, Japan, Mexico, Brazil, Turkey, 
ete—gathered on the front of the 
platform and all sang together to the 
one tune, but each in his own tongue. 
one of the familiar Christian bymne 
that is sung the world around. 

The World's Largest Organization. 

The statistics of . the conyention 
were presented at this time, the flag 
of each nation being added to a dia- 
play stand as the figures from. that 
land were given. The total showing 
ia 27,888,479 members, of whom above 
16,000,000 are found in the United 
Stave and Canada. This includes 
2,500,000 officers and . teachers; the 
number of schools reported being 
2963342. All ages from octogenarians 
and pther adults by the millfon to im- 
fants on the cradle roll and in the 
kindergarten” department. are now 
found in the Sunday School.

DISCUSS IMMIGRATION 


i AN THE OLD COUNTRY 


\ A aL 


Conterence Heid of Forty-Four Emi- 
gration Societies—Object to Divert 
British Emigrants to Other Por- 
tions of the Empire Instead of 
Outside Parts of the World. 


London, May $1—A conference of the 
representatives Of forty-four emigra- 
tion ‘societiés called by the Royal 
Colunies institute opened this morn- 
ing, The conference is to discuss the 
whole question of emigration. It will 
attempt to promote schemes for di; 
verting to British colonies, the stream 
of emigration now going outside the 
empire. 

Sir J. B. Edwards, who is presiding, 
pointed out in his opening addresé 
that last year 110,000 British emigrants 
went to the Unite States while only 
86,000 went to Canada, 27,000 to Aus- 
tralia. and New Zealand, and 22,000 
to Cape Colony. 

Dr, William Baker, honorary direc- 
tor and chairman of the council of Dr. 
Barnardo’s homes, while admitting the 
courtesy of the Canadian. officers, com- 
plained oi the indefiniteness of their 
rules as regarded the emigration of 
children. The colonial representatives, 
he said, ought to practice a more defin- 
ite method of examining children. 

Lord Brassey pointéd’ out the desir- 
ability of all. emigration societies co- 
operating. He favored a system of 
co-operation of Australia, South Af- 
rica and Canada, Assistance from the 
national funds, he said; might well be 
sought. It was resolved to appoint 
a standing committee consisting of re- 
presentatives of emigration societies 
to consider and report upon the mat- 
ters under discussion.

Col. ©. A. Lamb, M.V.O., speaking

NEW UNION BANK BUILDING. 

The new Union Bank building to be 
erected on Jasper avefiue this year will 
be one of the finest buildings in the 
city when completed.
